Hosiery Federation Votes 
General Strike Against 


Fraud Decision | 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 23.— 
A general hosiery strike of 15,000 
workers in the Philadelphia area 
was voted by Branch 1 of the Fed- 
eration of Hosiery Workers today 
against the decision of the wage 
tribunal in the industry revising 
bonuses which is equal to cuts ot 
from 10 to 20 per cent in wages. 


The tribunal's decision affects 
60,000 workers nationally. 
William Leader, president of 


the CIO, Labor's Non-Partisan 
League and many A. F. of . 
unions. 

“This victory was won in the 
face of bitter opposition on the 
part of the reactionaries in the 
Senate. The amendment had no 
justification when it was passed. 
It was directly responsible for the 
discharge of 600,000 WPA work- 
ers, and prevent WPA from met- 


ing the need sooner this Winter. 


With millions of unemployed 
waiting for months now for work, 


Amendment is repealed only for 
the new appropriation of $250,- 
000,000, its repeal if confirmed by 
the House will make possible the 
employment of the 3,000,000 te 
3,500,000 WPA workers as is the 
need, by permitting WPA to 
spend the money as fast as is 
necessary. ; 
“The fight in Congress is not 
over, however. The House of Rep- 
resentatives must agree to repeal 
of the Woodrum Amendment. We 
are sure that Representative 
Weodrum will attempt to stand 
pat for his vicious measure. 
“It will therefore be necessary 
for labor and all progressive 
groups to notify Congress imme- 
diately that the Woodrum 
Amendment must go. 

“The next step in the fight we 
will carry on is to expose the in- 
adequacy of the $250,000,000 ap- 
propriation by having the unem- 
ployed in each State demand the 
number of jobs necessary in their 
community. 

“By bringing the unemployed 
to the WPA and relief stations to 
demand jobs, we will show clear- 
ly that even 3,500,000 jobs would 
not fully meet the need.

Tm the eastern sector of the 
North China front, around Tsining, 
a Japanese battalion numbering 600 
troops lost more than half of its 
effectives in a fierce skirmish 
with Chinese troops Sunday. 

The Japanese had 10 field guns 
and tanks, but were forced to re- 
tire to defense lines after a day of 


railway 175 miles below Peiping. 

The guerrilla units surprised the 
Japanese garrison and drove it from 
the city. When the Japanese re- 
appeared with reinforcements 
brought up from nearby garrison 


entered the city in a wild rampage, 
slaying every Chinese they could 
find and setting fire to the entire 
residential section of the city. 


The foreign consulates in Tientsin 
received a manifesto signed by rep- 
resentatives of 120 Chinese organ- 
izations of Tientsin, with a total 
membership of 1,400,000, refusing to 
recognize the puppet “government” 
set up by the Japanese at Peiping.
